(Incurved Type) 

Kon Tiki’—The Sun God of 

the Incas—seems to per-

pure yellow Marigold from 
our extensive trial ground plantings. 

It is an early flowering dwarf African variety. Flowers will 
average 3 inches and are of the new double Gaillardia form. 
"Kon Tiki’ will bloom as early as the French types, grows about 
18 inches tall, with flower heads standing above the foliage and 
each plant making very even growth. 

This double Gaillardia form of flower is not as tightly incurved 
as regular Chrysanthemum types. It has a softer appearance 
and yet is an ideal cut flower variety. With Aurora, our deep 
golden yellow, we believe they lead the trend towards earlier 
flowering and smaller plants in the African Marigold family.
